PRESIDENT'S " MEMORANDUM'" 
AN OFFI CIAL W ARNING. 

WASHINGTON, Febrauary 19.— 
President Wilson's "memorandum" 
to the Allies, it now develops, was 
something more than a threat. It 
was a formal and official warning 
that if the Allies went ahead, with- 
out the consent of the United States, 
with their plans for settlement of 
the Fiume controversy, the President 
might have to consider withdrawing 
the Versailles treaty from the Sen- 
ate. In other words the United 
States might withdraw from the 
treaty altogether and refuse to be 
bound by any of its provisions. 

This statement was made official- 
ly here yesterday with the further 
statement that the American posi- 
tion was outlined not in the nature 
of a threat, but as a statement of a 
situation created "not by an act of 
the American government but by an 
act of the British, French and Ita- 
lian premiers" which would place the 
United States in the position, if it 
were a party to the treaty of Ver- 
sailles, subscribing through the pact 
to rights of sovereignty and other 
agreements to which it was opposed. 

The treaty of Versailles and the 
Anglo-France-American pact are con- 
sidered inseparable, so far as the 
question is concerned, and if Presi- 
dent Wilson should determine to 
withdraw the treaty of Versailles, it 
would mean that the American- 
French pact would be withdrawn at 
the same time, it was explained. 

It was reiterated that on Decem- 
ber 9, before Acting Secretary Polk 
left Paris the American, British and 
Fren.cn representatives had agreed 
upon a settlement of the Adriatic 
question and it was charged that 
subsequently, without consulting the 
United States, the Allied premiers 
sitting at Paris adopted a new agree- 
ment which was transmitted to Am- 
bassador Wallace for the approval 
of the American government.

be unworthy of consideration, and 
in several large situations which 
the writer personally examined, the 
difference in sale of gas, due to day- 
light, saving, was so small that it 
could not even be definitely estab- 
lished." 

Incident to this subject an elec- 
tric light man at Denver has pro- 
duced a classic that should be fram- 
ed and hung in the office of every 
! Mayor, on the walls of ail City 
Council Chambers, and everywhere 
about the operating establishments 
of public utilities, since the sentence 
in a few words defines with absolute 
correctness the ideal relations that 
should exist in every locality.

LEXINGTON, KY., February 19. 
— An inquest into the deaths of six 
men, who were shot down last Mon- 
day when an attempt was made to 
take Will Lockett, negro slayer of 
ten-year-old Geneva Hardman, from 
Fayette Circuit Courtroom, where he 
was being tried for his crime, was 
conducted this week by Coroner John 

Anglin. 

After hearing the testimony of 22 
witnesses the jury, which was com- 
posed of Richard Arnspiger, foreman, 
Charles McCarthy, George Marrs, L 
J. Mantle, Ray Hillenmeyer and Ray- 
mond Randolph, returned two ver- 
dicts. 

One was that William H. Ethring- 
fcon, John Thomas, John M. Rogers, 
of Versailles; L. M. King and James 
Massengale, of Lexington, died of 
gunshot wounds "fired by the state 
militia, under orders, and by other 
unidentified persons." 

The other was that Benjamin F. 
Carrier, of Lexington, died of gun- 
shot wounds "fired by unidentified 
persons, and the jury further finds 
that Carrier, from evidence adduced, 
was not identified in any manner 
with the riot and his death was pure- 
ly accidental." 

Witnesses were agreed that the 
firing did not begin until after a 
mob, variously estimated to have 
numbered from 20 to 100, had broken 
through police lines at the edge of 
the sidewalk, had pushed back the 
line of Deputy Sheriffs and was 
pressing upon militiamen guarding 
the courthouse entrance. 

R. R. Early and J. H. Cook testi- 
fied that they had seen County Judge 
Frank A. Bullock fire into the crowd 
from a window in his office. 

Magistrate Edward Minor and 
Keene Daingerfield, Assistant Coun- 
ty Attorney, testified that they were 
in the Circuit Cou**t room all dnrivi* 
the time of the firing; that Judge 
Bullock was in that room all of that 
h'me ^"d did not depart until after 
the firing has ceased. 

Magistrate W. S. Hunt testified 
that he was in the anteroom of Judge 
Bullock's office when the firing be- 
gan; that there was a ?oldier station- 
ed at the onlv window iti the room; 
that he saw the soldier fire his rifle 
twice ; that he walked into Judge Bui 
lock's principal office, and when the 
firing had ceased he returned to the 
anteroom, attracted by the entrance 
of cev<**^l "prions, among whom was 
Judge Bullock. 

H. L. Ramsey, Probation Officer, 
testified that he entered the ante- 
room to Judee Bullock's office im- 
mediately after the shooting and saw 
a soldier step back fr^m the window 
and heard him say: "I got two. I 
tried to shoot them in the arms and 
do not think I hit either higher t^n 
the shoulder." Ramsey testified 
farther that Judee Bullock did not 
come into his office until after the 
shooting. 

Brieadier General F. C. Marshall 
departed Monday for Louisville with 
350 men, leavine Lieutenant Colonel 
George W. Maddox, a native of 
Owenton, as Acting Military Govern- 
or of Fayette Countv until martial 
law is rescinded. Colonel Maddox 
retains 70 men.

In dispatching a new note to 
France insisting upon permission 
for the early return of America's 
foldier dead the State Department 
has; the unqualified support not only 
of the fathers and mothers of the | 
hoys who died overseas, but of all 
citizens. 

Much attention has been given to 
the publication of a poll of bereaved 
families which showed that of 74,- 
770. there were 43,909, or sixty-nine 
per cent., who requested the return 
of bodies to the United States. These 
figures mean little. Were there only 
4,000, 400 or four, who desire that 
their kin should be returned to 
them, their expression would be a I 
;mandate that the government could I 
not deny. The justice of the demand 
for the return of the bodies of these 
heroes depends not upon the strength 
of members, but upon the preroga- 
tive of the individual. The body 
should be brought back of every 
soldier whose family expresses that 
desire, and the government is not 
merely justified in taking drastic 
measures to fulfill their will, but it 
is in duty bound to exert whatever 
pressure may be necessary to accom- 
plish that purpose. 

Doubtless when the French gov- 
ernment is made to understand how 
deeply many American fathers and 
mothers feel upon this subject, there 
will be no further obstruction.

ARE WE BECOMING NATION OF 
HYPOCRITES? 



With the Supreme Court's decis- 
ion upholding the constitutionality 
of the Volstead prohibition enforce- 
ment act passed the last hope of 
those who had dreamed of again par- 
taking of "beer, wine or other in- 
toxicating liquors" in places other 
than their own homes of in the 
homes of friends. The decision was 
six to three. We agree with Jus- 
tice McReynolds, who said that the 
Eighteenth Amendment had not yet 
come into effect and that the Fed- 
eral Government had no general 
power to prohibit the manufacture 
a-nd sale of liquor, and that the war 
emergency under which national 
prohibition was made effective had 
passed. However, we also believe in 
the finality of the Supreme Court 
and the legality of the procedure by 
which the Eighteenth Amendment 

| was accomplished. We do not be- 

j lieve that absolute prohibition war 
justified or that it represented the 

| majority opinion. 

But that is not the issue that is 
now involved. We have prohibition 
and that prohibition is legal accord- 
ing to the highest Court in the land. 
Now let us set what the result will 

! be. The horrors of wood alcohol 
have been impressed upon the coun- 
try. Now the question will be 
whether we are to become a nation 
of hypocrtics and continue to take 



nips on the sly or whether the nation 
will submit. Tolerance of bootleg- 
ging will soon be worn out and the 
country will then take a stand — 
either for reasonably lenient prohi- 
bition or for a stringent enforce 
ment.
